She acted on a generous im- 
pulse and the girls forthwith refused 
to accept it, and held an indignation 
meeting. 
Whet) two wagons loaded 
with ice cream pulled up before the 
census bureau, the representatives of 
the woman’s welfare department found 
the census employes several 
points 
hotter than they had been at any other 
time during the day. 
“ If the women of the welfare depart­ 
ment of the Civie 
Federation have 
money to spend let them buy ice for 
the poor of Washington,” was the mes­ 
sage of thanks that the welfare people 
got. 
One of the clerks, a woman who 
gets $1,800 a year, acting as spokes 
man, declared: 
“ It is ridiculous for these rich worn- , 
en who feel charitably inclined to send 
lee cream to 1,295 women in the cen­ 
sus office 
women who are receiving 
good salaries, ranging, most of them, 
from $900 to $1,200 a year. 
It is on 
a par with a suggestion made by the 
wife of a prominent member of con­ 
gress and later a member of the cab­ 
inet and presidential candidate, who 
declared that the women clerks of the 
government should wear uniforms so 
as to distinguish them from ladies. 
The women who are employed in the 
census office, like1 the women em [Joy­ 
ed in other government departments* ; 
and bureaus, frequently come from far 
better families than some of the new 
rich women who are seeking to bene­ 
fit them bv sending them ice cream.” I
